Last Message from the Woman's

New York, April 10.—[Special.]—Mme.

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BIGAMIST FREED BY COURT 


Must Support Children by Both 
of His Wives. 


HIS SENTENCE SUSPENDED. 


Not a Premium on Bigamy, Declares 
Judge Foster. 


New York, <Aprfl 10.—[Special. )}—Judge 
Warren W. Foster, In the General Sessions 
court, suspended sentence today on Michael 
Briefer. a photographer at one time a resi- 
dent of Decatur, UL, who pleaded guilty ro- 
cently to bigamy. 

The case had some notoriety because of 
the criticiem directed against the court for 
suggesting, at the time Briefer was arraigned 
for, pleading. that if he would furnish two 
bonds for the support of three children by 
two wives that he would take that into con- 
sideration in imposing sentence. It was de- 
clared in some quarters that such a disposi- 
tion of the case tended to put a premium on 
bigamy. 


Criticism Undeserved, Says Court. 


In suspending sentence today Judge Foster 
said that any criticism in the matter was un- 
warranted. 

Louis Lowenstein, the defendant's coun- 
sel, appeared in court with two bonds sub- 
scrided to by Edward J. Schwab. One called 
for $364, out of which $7 a week was to be paid 
for the support of two children by the first 
wife. The other is for $156 at the rate of 
$8 a week for the support of the child by 


the second marriage. 


I have conferred with the district at- 
torney in regard to this case and we both 
agree that the only proper @isposition is to 
suspend the sentence, said Judge Foster. 

Saye Jerome Agrees. 

“This case acquired some general noto- 
riety, as undeserved as unexpected, due to 
the zeal and sagacity of our press. The dis- 
trict attorney and I both agree, that it pre- 
sents features which bring it squarely and 
fairly under the parole probation law. 

It is only fair that this man should sup- 
port his children, and this is a practical, 
quick, and common sense way to get support 
for the children.” 

Turning to the prisoner, the judge said: 
We agree that you are guilty of bigamy, 
which is against public policy and shoula be 
punished, but the circugnstances of your case 
bring it under the parole law. Bonds ti.at 
have been filed with thecourt may be utilized 
by the legal guardians of these children. 

Any time within five years the court will 
send you away for the full penalty of your 
crime unless you play the part of a man, sup- 
port your children, and treat these two wom- 
en decently and kindly.” 


WEATHER BUREAU ISSUES

Typical April Conditions in North- 
ern, Middle, and Southern Districts. 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—[{Special.]—

Henry E. Williams, assistant chief of the 
bureau, said this evening that, with weather 
reports from all over the northern half of 
the world received at the bureau each morn- 
ing, it is often easy to predict the quality 
of weather Week ahead, and it has been the 
custom of the bureau for over a year to 
issue such forecasts whenever weather con- 
ditions permit a reasonable degree of cer- 
tainty.

It must be eradicated. We have had a 
questiOn before us recently which I believe 
is fundamental. I am opposed to racetrack 
gambling because it demoralizes and pro- 
motes vice and constitutes agsource of un- 
necessary temptation. I am opposed to it 
because it does not come from the gentlemen 
of wealth, who can spend their money with- 
out, loss, but clerks, fathers of families de- 
pendent upon them, are the ones who partici- 
pate in this. 

“I am anxious that means be provided by 
the legislature so that candidates for office 
can be nominated directly by the people. I 
believe in party organization, but not in the 
dictation of petty satraps. What a sorry 
time it is when a man can bully a senator 
of this state into voting against his con- 
science. Let it be made possible that n- 
man who has taken the oath. of office mus: 
feel that he is the servitor of some man 
and that he must do some man’s bidding out 
of a pure sense of gratitude. 

“That is un-American and is the vice of 
American life. I want leadership that does 
not have to buy votes and that does not have 
to cater to petty patronage. I want leader- 
ship that will sacrifice and not that seeks 
for gain or private power, and that is the 
reason that I want to see a bill passed per- 
mitting direct nominations.” ,

sition, such a negative vote will not author- 
ize the sale or the licensing the sale of u- 
quors in such city or village. The game prin- 
ciple applies where at the November election, 
1907, a precinct voted to become anti-saloon 
territory.“

dictory result in a village election after a 
township election, it was pointed out by At- 
torney McMurdy, was in the contingency that 
stil a third vote is taken. Ifa township goes 
dry, a village in it later gces dry, and eighteen

Inducement to the Children, 
Now, suppose we could introduce into 
the grades the subjects of history, of litera- 


feeling—and dramatic exercises for a large 
number of children, should we not be fur- 
nishing an inducement to the children to stay 
in the schools? 

Over on the east side, in New York,

Enthusiastic Taft men insist how that the 
secretary of war will get at least ten dis- 
tricts or twenty delegates out of New York. 
This will make a serious hole in the dele-

‘clinching Taft’s nomination at Chicago on 


the first ballot. : 

What the politicians now are speculating 
on is not the chance of Gov. Hughes for the 
nomination for the presidency, because that 
is supposed to have disappeared altogether, 
but rather upon what will be the effect of the 
upheaval of the movement to force him inte 
the second place on the ticket. 

There is scarcely any doubt of the fact that 
the New York governor is strong with the 
real voters. The fact that he has been de- 
serted so completely by the party managers 
in New York is likely to endear him to the 
rank and file. They look at htm from a dis- 
tance. They judge him by the results he has 
achieved, which are generally good. 

The party managers, however, have come 
in close personal contact with the governor 
and they have been almost uniformly repelled 
by his lack of imagination, by his total ab- 


sence of enthusiasm, and by his refusal to 


inject any personality or ‘warmth into the 
relations between him and them. It !s the 
story of Benjamin Harrison over again. 
The governor has taken no pains to cul- 
tivate the affections of anybody. His ideals 
have been high, but he has insisted that 
the men should work for him without nope 
of personal reward, and this they have de- 
clined to do. 


Plays Into Enemies’ Hands. 

It is well understood that Gov. Hughes 
will not be a candidate for re@lection to his 
present place. If he were a better politician 
than he is he would not have announced 
that fact. He would have made the party 
leaders believe that he proposed to be gov- 
ernor again and hawould have extorted from 
them an allegiance based on fear, even if he 
could not secure a following established 0g 
love. 

As soon as the governor said he would not 
aceept another term the leaders lost interest 
in him. They had no desire to promote him 
to the presidency, because they could not 
make use of him in that high office, and his 
promotion was not necessary to get him out 
of the way in Albany. 

Whether the New York party managers 
will bestir themselves of their own motion 
to secure the nomination of Gov. Hughes for 
the vice presidency is to be doubted. There 
are other influencts at work, however, which 
they are likely to heed. The present repub- 
lican organization in New York state Is 
unquestionably controlled by President 
Roosevelt. He was made vice president 
against his own will, and he knows how near- 
ly impossible it is for any one man to stand 
up against the will of his entire party, as rep- 
presented by the national convention. If 
the president, therefore, should cast his in- 
fluence into the balance, the New York 
leaders would be likely to see a new light. 


White House Gives Out Tip. 


It was said today by members of the dele- 
gation that if the local managers had to do 
the thing themselves, they not only would 
not agree to Hughes’ instructions for the 
presidency but they would discourage any 
attempt to put him into second place on the 
ticket with Taft. At the same time, there 
is a tip out that the New York representatives 
and party leaders who have visited the 
White house recently have come away full 
of the idea that the president believes Hughes 
the strongest man yet mentioned for the 
second place on the tickt with Taft. 

New Yorkers,who are proverblally ignorant 
as to the public sentiment outside their own 
districts, do not understand the undercur- 
rent of Hughes” sentiment, whith unques- 
tionably exists in the interior, almost as 
much as in the rural districts of New York. 

Congressmen from Ohio, Indiana, IHinots. 
Iowa, and states still farther west have all 
reported to Washington recently that there 
is a distinct Hughes sentiment in their dis- 
tricts and that it exists most largely in those 
sections where Taft and Roosevelt are the 
strongest. 

Roosevelt Men Want Hughes. 

That is to say, there is a class of voters 
who first wanted to see Roosevelt nomin- 
atede They accepted his positive declina- 
tion in good faith, and abandoned the third 
term idea. These men then turned toward 
Taft, partially on his own account, but large- 
ly because they believe he represents, bet- 
ter than any other man, the Roosevelt ideas. 

They then made Hughes their second 
choice,.and it was found that the Taft men 
almost everywhere unconsciously but natur- 
ally were prepared to turn to Hughes rather 
than to any other man in case Taft could 
not be nominated. 0 

The result is that Hughes becomes the 
convention, be- 
cause if Taft secures the nomination. on the 
first ballot his supporters will be in full con- 
trol, and will be likely to turn to Hughes 
rather than to any other eastern man who 
could possibly be selected. 

It is said here tonight, therefore, that 
whatever may be the result of the Carnegie 
hall convention tomorrow the Hughes boom 
for first place has certainly collapsed, but 
that his selection as the running mate for 
Taft is indicated in spite of the probable 


opposition or lukewarmness of the New Tork 
leaders. i 14

Woodruff Looks for Harmony. 

Ex-Igeut. Gov. Timothy L. Woodruff, 
chairman of the republican staté committee, 
said tonight: : 

The convention tomorrow, so far as I can 
observe, will follow the plans arranged and 
I know of no opposition that may develop to 
the selection of the delegates at large. The 
resolutions to be adopted will be of national 
rather than of state character and they will 
indorse the administrations of both Gov. 
Hughes and President Roosevelt. The reso- 
lutions further instruct the delegates to pre- 
sent the name of Gov. Hughes to the national 
convention and to use all honorable means to 
bring about his nominat ion.“ 

Until the eleventh hour today it appeared 
that the ante-convention machinery was well 


‘greased and that the business of the conven- 


tion would be expedited quickly and smooth- 
ly. The situation changed late today when 
Chairman Woddruff learned that not all the 
proposed delegates at large were satisfactory 
to some of those identitied with the Hughes 
league. 

Coincident with these reports, “William L. 
Ward, national committeeman, declared Sec- 
retary Taft would be nominated in Chicago 
on the first ballot, and in the election would 
carry New York by 4 large majority. Mr. 
Ward's district, Westchester, yesteraay se- 
lected two delegates to the Chicago conven- 
tion instructed for Secretary Taft. 


Hughes League Trusts Convention. 


The executive committee of the Hughes 
league, having been in communication with 
Chairman Woodruff of the republican state 
committee, held a meeting late today to 
consider the selection of delegates at large, 
after which the following statement was. 
made public: 

“The Hughes league 
agreed to leave the whole matter of sug- 
gestions In reference to the selection of dele- 

tes at large in the hands of the repupli- 
Can organization.” 

Congressman Fassett, a member of the

THE MAYORS’ BILLS. 

The conference of Illinois mayors has 
agreed on a bill to raise the debt limit of 
municipalities 66 per cent. This can be 
done with great ease by making the 
equalized valuation of property one- 
third instead of one-fifth of the chu val- 
uation. If the bill were to become a law 
it would enable Chicago to have a bonded 
debt of $40,000,000, or $16,000,000 more 
than at present. The bill would also ben- 
efit every other Illinois municipality which 
is now in debt up to the present limit and 
is unable to build water works or have 
other permanent improvements unless it 
shall have increased borrowing power. 

The legislature ought to pass the. meas- 


ure at next month’s session. The total 


valuation of Chicago property is over two 
billions of dollars, and yet it is restricted 
to an indebtedness of $28,000,000, It is 
ridiculous that the city should be allowed 
to use its credit only to that trifling extent 
and should be compelled to depend on its 
revenues for the installation of permanent 
improvements of a productive or nonpro- 
ductive nature. There are many other 
cities and towns in the state which are 
hampered as Chicago is.. This measure 
ly not one purely local to Chicago, and, 
consequently, ought to get through the 


general assembly without difficulty.

DREAD MEN STILL TELL TALES 


Witnesses Now in Tombs Testify 
in Revived Boodle“ Case. 


OLD TRANSCRIPT' IS READ. 


Rulings of New Judge Cause Peculiar 
Complications in Trial. 


Im the third trial of thé famous old paint 
and putty” case, court, counsel, and jury 
took the leading parts yesterday in the re- 
€¢.actment of an old drama of Chicago busi- 
ness and politica. The old trial was 
reproduced before a new jury in the new 
county building on the site of the old one 
which oceasioned the suit and in which the 
former trials took place.

MITCHELL DECLINES 2 JOBS 
OFFERED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Appointment of Muiray as Controller 
Disposes of Aspirations of . Col. 
Frank Smith of illinois for Place. 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—[Special.]— 
John Mitchell, retiring president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, has been 
offered the position of assistant secretary of 
the department of commerce and labor to 
succeed Lawrence O. Murray, who is to be- 
come controller of the currency. 3 

Mr. Mitchell has declined. He has also de- 
clined to investigate labor conditions at Pan- 
ama and has announced that it is not his 
intention to become in any wise connected 
with the government. 

The successor to Mr. Murray has not yet 
been selected. Mr. Murray's nomination as 
controller of the curregcy will be sent to the 
senate by the president early next week. He 
may at that time sendin the name of the suc- 
cessor to Secretary Straus. 

Mr. Murray’s acceptance of the controller- 
ship disposes of any aspirations in that quar- 
ter that may have been held by Col. Frank 
Smith of Dwight, III. Despite the fact that 
Mayor Busse, who accompanied Col. Smith 
from Chicago on @ recent visit to Washing- 
ton, announced that Mr. Smith was not seek- 
ing the position. of controller, it is known 
that Mayor Busse and Sepators Cullom and 
Hopkins earnestly requested the president to 
givé Mr. Smith the place. 

President Roosevelt told them if Mr. Mur- 
ray refused Col, Smith should have it. The 
assistant secretaryship of the department of 
commerce and labor, which remained open, 
apparently was not desired by Col. Smith 
nor has the Illinois delegation in congress 
shown any intention of making an effort to 
obtain that patronage for the state. 

President Roosevelt in making the ap- 
pointment will no doubt follow the wishes of 
Secretary Straus and possibly another of his 
cabinet officials.

The een is 

as old as the intelligence of man and 

has never been answered in any more 

satisfactory Way. than the theory 

of .creation. However satisfactory 

that answer may be to the orthodox believer 

in theology, it 1s not satisfactory to the 

scientist. Science up to the present time 

has taken refuge in ‘the evasive theory that 

all life proceeds from lite. But that does 

not answer the question at all, or in any way 
refute the theory of creation. 

‘Driven’ from’ this refuge, the latest emi- 
‘Rent mar of science to theorize on the ques- 
tiom boldly takes the position that life, like 
matter and motion is eternal—never”’had a 
beginning and never will end. Not individual 
life, of course, but the life process—the con- 
tinuation of generation of life from life. 

To the lay mind the question arises: ““ How 
could life have existed on this planet at 
the time when it was a molten mass as 
science contends it was at an early stage 
in its existence If it could not have existed 
then, how was it started on earth when earth 
conditions became adapted for its main- 
tenance? 

These are questions which Prof. Svante 
Atrhenius, director of the pyhsico chemical 
Noble institute at Stockholm, attempts to 
answer in the last chapter of “ WORLDS IN 
THE MAKING,” translated by Dr. H. 
Borne (Harper & Bros.). He reviews the 
Various experiments made in proof of the 
theory of spontaneous generation of life and 
shows that none of them is convincing. In 
recent years several reports have been pub- 
lished of scientists producing life from non- 
living matter. Perhaps the most notable of 
these was that of John Butler Burke, who 
asserted that he had succeeded, with the aid 
of radium, in tnstilling life into a lifeless 
solution of gelatin. Despite the furore Which 
Mr. Burke's ¢xperiments caused in the world 
of science, Prof. Arrhenius coolly says: 

“ Criticism, however, has relegated this 
statement, like all similar ones, to the realm 
of fairy tales.“ 

It may be said frankly that it is by no 
means improbable that the ingenious theory 
of Prof. Arrhenius to account for the appear- 
ance of life on the earth may at no distant 
day be relegated to the samerealm. How- 
ever, his standing as a scientist is such that 
a brief review of his theory will prove inter- 
esting. 
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His theory is not essentially new. It is 
merely an elaboration of the old theory of 
panspermia, according to which life seeds are 
drifting about in apace and find lodgment 
on planets which are in condition to receive 
and nurture them. Sales-Guyon de Montli- 
vault in 1821 suggested that seeds from the 
moon drifted to and started life on the earth. 
Later Flammarion suggested that life on 
the earth came through life seeds from some 
other inhabited planet. 

But how can these life seeds be partied 
through the isheonceivable cold of interplane- 


age. space. without destruction? If they 
“are barried Into space on fragments of plan- 


ets hurled from their orbits by explosions. 
how can they eseape destruction in the in- 
candescence of these fragments which results 
when they come as meteors into contact 
with the atmospheres of other planets? These 
are questions which Prof. Arrhenius attempts 
to answer. 

He attaches great importance to the press- 
ure of solar radiation. According to the de- 
ductions of Schwarzchild, he says, bodies 
which would undergo the strongest influence 
of solar radiation must have a diameter of 
0.90016 mm., supposing them to be spher- 
ical. Permanent spores of many bacteria, 
he asserte, have a size of 0.0008 mm., and 
there are no doubt much smaller germs 
which microscopes fail to reveal. There, you 
see, by mere speculation, he has provided 
himself with germs small enough for his pur- 
pose. Solar radiation pressure wold drive 
these infinitely small germs out into space 
where they might give life to planets, pro- 
vided they met with favorable conditions for 
their development.” 


— 


Then he gives startling figures to the 
speed with which these germs would be 
carried through ethereal space. Starting 
from the earth, for example, the organisms, 
assuming their specific gravity to be that 
of water, which, he says, “ will fairly cor- 
respond to the facts, would cross the orbit 
of Mars after twenty days, the Jupiter or- 
bit after eighty days, and the Neptune orbit 
after fourteen months. That is going some. 

Then comes the objection that the most 
highly refrangible rays of the sun can kill 
bacteria and their speres in a comparatively 
short time This doesn’t bother the em- 
inent scientist. Moisture, which does not 
exist in interplanetary space, is an impor- 
tant factor, he says, in the destruction of 
spores by the sun's rays, and he asserts 
that Roux proved that anthrax spores, which 
are readily killed by light when air has ac- 
cess, remain alive when the air is excluded. 

But wouldn't the intense cold kill them? 
Their temperature when they pass the orbit 
of Neptune, he says, will have sunk to 220 
degrees below zero, but in Jenner institute 
London, recently spores of bacteria which 
were kept twenty hours at a temperature 
of 252 degrees below zero in liquid hydro- 
gen did not lose their germinating power, 
Indeed, he asserts Prof. Macfayden dem- 
onstrated that micro-organisms may be kept 
in liquid air—at 200 degrees below zero—for 
six months without losing their germinat- 
ing power. These facts must astonish the 
peach grower whose ¢rops are ‘so often de- 
stroyed by a severe frost, ‘which is sultry 
in comparison with a temperature of 200 
degrees below zero. 

„There is nothing improbable,” says Prof. 
Arrhentus, „ in the idea that the germinat- 
ing power should be preserved at lower tem- 
peratures for longer periods than at ‘our 
ordinary temperatures, The loss of germin- 


| ating power is no doubt due to some chem- 


ical process, and all chemical processes pro- 
ceed at slower rates at lower temperatures 
than they do at higher. The vital functions 
are intensified in the ratio of 1:2.5 when the 
| temperature is raised by 10 degrees C.—18 
degrees F. By the time that the spores 


reached the orbit of Neptuné and their tie 
perature had been lowered to 220 degrees 
below zero their vital energy would, ac- 
cording to this ratio, react with 1,000,000,000 
iéss intensity than at 10 degrees. The ger- 
minating power of the spores would, hence, 
at 220 degrees below zero, during the period 
of 8,000,000 years, not be diminished to any 
greater degree than during one day at 10 de- 
grees.”” Now, what do you think of that? 

It is, therefore,“ he gayly goes on with 
scientific abandon, “ not at all unreasonable 
to assert that the intense cold of space wil 
act like a most effective preservative upon 
the seeds, and that they will in consequence 
be able to en@ure much longer journeys than 
we could assume if we judged from their 
behavior at ordinary temperatures.” 

Thus do we see ruthless science destroy- 
ing another of our cherished traditions— 
the hitherto supposediy irrefutable dictum 
of good old Dr. Thompson, the water cure 
and herb medicine oracle, that heat is lite 
and cold is death.” 

But how are these minute germs carried 
beyond the effect of gravitation? A bacteria 
epore 0.00016 mm. in diameter could be car- 
ried by air currents to a height of, say, sixty 
miles, but air currents could not push it be- 
yond the earth's atmosphere. At the height 
of sixty miles the phenomena of radiating 
aurora takes place. The aurorm, Prof. Arr- 
henius believes, are produced by the elec- 
tric disoharge of negatively charged dust 
coming from the sun. Yep, that's right; 
coming from the sun. That's another thing 
comparatively few readers of newspapers 
ever heard about. Nordenskjild estimated 
that the yearly increage of the weight of the 
earth by the addition of meteorites is at 
least 10,000,000 tons. But, of course, all tha 
does not come directly from the sun. 

“The dust reaching ‘the earth from the 
sun,” says Arrhenius, would not, were it 
not electrically charged, amount to more 
then 200 tons a year. He does not estimate 
in this connection the entire amount of sun- 
dust which reaches the earth annually. 

If the germ spore take up negative elec- 
tricity from the solar dust it may be drives 
out into the sea of ether by the reputetvé 
charges of other particles. This force, he 
contends, is sufficient to carry the germs 
out into space against the force of gravity. 
Then comes the solar radiation pressure 
which hurries them on to other planete and 
perhaps other solar systems. 

These conclusions, the scientist con- 
cludes, are in beautiful harmony with the 
general properties characteristic of Mfe op 
our earth. It cannot be denied that this 
interpretation of the theory of panspermia 
is distinguished by perfect consistency, 
which is the most important criterion of the 
probability of a cosmogonical theory.“

merely shifted the question farther back? 
He starte with germs from the earth, where 
conditions are favorable for their reproduc- 
tion, and his theory compels us to believe 
that there always existed some such planet 
even before our own solar system wes 
evolved.

80,000 of these plants. Of climbing hardy 
plants our native Virginian creeper is the 
best of all where a robust plant is needed. Tb 
ws well ma shaded position and will 
climb over ahd up any place, providing it can 
get food to start with. 
The Boston ivy is related to the Virginia 
and clings to wails or tight fences, 
but it is more delicate and is not as robust. 

The crimson rambler rose, in the full sun- 
shine, in rich soil, where it is not interfered 
with, will send out shoots fourteen feet high 
in one season. If given a place on a post or 
pitlar it has no equal and is hardy in every 
sense of the word.

In 
the northwest it is believed that receipts will be 
much smaller in the next few weeks, and winter 
wheat farmers are offering little. Country milis 
in the southwest are taking the bulk of the country 
wheat at relatively better prices than can be ob- 
tained at the primary markets. Northwestern 
markets showed fair increases in stocks for the 
week— Minneapolis 50,000 bu and Duluth 200,000 bu. 
The seaboard reported an improvement in the 
foreign demand, with sales of 104,000 bu-—grade 
not specified. One house here bought corn in IIII- 
nois for the first time in ten days yesterday, but 
as a rule country acceptances were light and of- 
ferings in the local market were small, and al- 
though there was not much demand prices were 
%c higher. The inquiry from the east was better, 
but actual sales. were not large. Oats were fairly 
steady, with a_moderate inquiry.
